I io- 
hibition, it is understood, is not 
specifically 
mentioned, 
al­ 
though law enforcement forms the basis of one plank. 
The 
only plank which might be interpreted as referring to the Ku 
Klux Klan is described as a declaration re-affirming the par­ 
ty’s devotion to the Constitution and its guarantees of religious, 
civil and political liberties. The oil inquiries are dealt with un­ 
der the head of “orderly government” and men of “both par­ 
ties” are assailed for dishonest and corruption, the existence 
of which the party condemns and deplores. 
On agriculture 
it was agreed to pledge the effort to restore an equitable bal­ 
ance between agricultural prices and the industrial commodi­ 
ty levels. 
The immigration policy as defined in the new quota 
law is strongly recommended, but no mention is made of the 
Japanese Exclusion section. 
One plank is devoted to praise of 
President Calvin Coolidge and in another, further tax reduc­ 
tion is demanded and a tax revision commission advocated to 
formulate a scientific policy.

Waging a losing 
battle 
with

health, Peter Clark M acFarlane, not­ 
ed author 
and form er 
actor and 
preacher, accepted defeat with stoic 
philosophy and killed himself here 
Monday night. 
The final chapter of his long and 
brilliant career was written with an 
artistry as consummate as any dis­ 
played in the tragic term ination of 
one of his novels. 
Walking to the steps of the San 
Francisco morgue he pulled a pis­ 
tol from his pocket and with cool­ 
ness and deliberation fired a bul­ 
let into his brain. 
Two notes, one addressed to an in­ 
tim ate friend and the other 
“ To 
whom it may concern,” recounted 
the story of his long battle with a 
disease of the kidneys, his physical 
exhaustion and mental turm oil and 
his eventual surrender to death. 
Broken on W heel o f Soul. 
“ I have been broken on the wheel 
of the soul’s effort to express it­ 
self,” sa d one of the notes which 
was found beside the body. “ Nothing 
remains but to dynamite the ruins.”
